border that will increase in beauty each suc- 
ceeding year without the expense of replanting, 
but, with the proper selection of sorts, guided 
by our practical knowledge, a display of bloom 
may be had im succession from April until 
November, Iong before and long after all tender 
plants of the Geranium, Canna and Coleus orders are effective. 
The latter are desirable for a few weeks only, and may be had 
at a relatively exorbitant expenditure, whilst Perennials, because 
of the ease with which they are grown and the amount of neglect 
they will withstand, to say nothing of their extremely reason- 
able cost, are indeed the ideal plants for the permanent garden. 

The diagrams or plans as shown on pages 4 and 8 are sugges- 
tions made to demonstrate and assist in making selections of 
hardy permanent effects, combining Perennials with Shrubs, 
Evergreens, Trees, etc., and, in each instance, we give the cost 
at which we will furnish the necessary plants as described, car- 
riage paid to the nearest railroad station east of the Mississippi 
River. 

Beds of this kind should be planted either in the early fall or 
spring; but, where it cannot be done until the summer months, 
we are prepared to furnish plants of Perennials grown in pots. 
These experience little change when shipped, 
arrive in good growing condition, and estab- 
lish themselves readily. 


In making the selection of kinds, we have 
named varieties that succeed in almost any 
situation, and have tried to arrange for 
succession of bloom throughout the summer 
and fall months, eliminating very early- 
flowering sorts. 


A feature we strongly advise is planting 
bulbs of Tulips and Narcissi among the 
Perennial Plants for early spring flowering, 
and if planted deep (8 inches below the sur- 
face), the foliage can be cut off after flower- 
ing in spring and the bulbs, if left undis- 
turbed, will flower each year before the 
Perennials. 


As the varieties of Perennials selected and 


arranged for the different beds are merely 
suggestions, changes can be made suitable

to the purchaser’s requirements, but these must be noted at the 
time of ordering. 

We usually allow about one plant to each square foot of 
surface. By some this may be considered too close, but it is a 
good fault, for the first year at least, or before the plant becomes 
firmly established. It is easily corrected the following season 
by removing elsewhere or discarding some of the plants that 
have outgrown their space, increasing the number of those 
liked best by division of the roots. 

It is little wonder that hardy plants are so popular, and we 
think Mr. Miller in the “Garden Magazine” hits the nail on 
the head when he says: 

“But now that the treasures of the Far East are lavished 
upon us, we have hardy plants suitable for practically every 
purpose the most exacting gardener can conceive. And wher- 
ever we have any special object to accomplish, we ought to 
try nine times to find a hardy plant that will do the work, 
before falling back on a tender one. And this for two reasons: 
First, hardy plants harmonize better with our climate and 
environment than tropical plants. Second, as a rule, they 


are cheaper to maintain. And, in the long run, those effects 
which grow naturally out of the soil, and out of true economy, 
will be recognized as the most artistic.”
